increase. 
Pickaw ay

lumbus have been concluded and 
t the commission has prom ised a 
decision in the near future. 
The m atter was brought to light 
here in Pickaw ay County when Wil- 
m liam sport M ayor William Johnson 
found out his long distance rates 
had been hiked without any public 
announcem ent by the Ohio Consol­ 
idated Phone Co. Consulting with 
A m m er, Johnson was 
told that 
Ohio Bell had Keen granted an in­ 
crease and Ohio Consolidated ad­ 
vanced its long distance rates ac­ 
cordingly, as did other independent 
telephone 
firm s 
throughout the 
state. 
Am m er discovered t h a t this 
“ autom atic” increase had been in 
effect for some tim e. The provi­ 
sion allows the independent firm s 
to m ake increases without advance 
public notice or 
hearings 
when­ 
ever Ohio Bell is granted a hike by 
the PUCO.

Just How Much 
Is A Colleae 
EducationWorth? 


WASHINGTON UP)—How much is 
a college education worth? 
On the average, $91,000, two Cen­ 
sus Bureau officials reported to­ 
day to the annual m eeting of the 
Am erican Sociological Society. 
Paul C. Glick and H erm an P. 
Miller said: 
“ Over a lifetim e, 
the 
average 
college graduate can expect to re ­ 
ceive about $100,000 more income 
than the average high school grad­ 
uate. Since the direct and indirect 
costs of the college education are 
roughly estim ated at $9,000, it is 
concluded that a college education 
represents 
a 
sound 
investm ent 
from a m onetary view .” 
The census men cautioned, how­ 
ever, that a college degree is no 
guarantee of higher earnings. They 
said about one-fourth of all college 
graduates earn 
less 
than 
high 
school graduates of the sam e age.

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THE CUTTER REPORT 
THE U. S. PUBLIC Health Service re­ 
port on the Cutter Laboratory polio vaccine 
is of great interest because it shows how 
it was possible for the new-type product of 
a reputable drug-maker—subject to feder­ 
al technical standards—to have proved se­ 
riously dangerous. 
That the Cutter firm can submit its vac­ 
cine for testing is the important fact just 
now. The people are assured that grave in­ 
adequacies in the govrnment’s testing pro­ 
cedures have been set right: There is no 
way, now, for live virus to get into t h e 
product of Cutter or any other laboratory 
and not be detected. And this tightening up 
is part of broad, new techniques for use in 
labs and by the Public Health Service. 
More time alone will tell just how effec­ 
tive is Salk vaccine, fully safety-approved, 
in reducing incidence of polio. Yet all the 
evidence points to it as providing by far 
the best means, to date, of giving im­ 
munity to children. The standard manufac­ 
turing laboratories are going ahead with 
production. In most parts of the nation doc­ 
tors are administering the vaccine w i t h 
confidence. 
While there may still be some reason for 
reservation of final verdict on the vaccine 
as now made and tested, all indications are 
that it is one of the great medical discov­ 
eries of this age. 


LABOR DAY 
THERE IS AN ancient Latin precept 
that Labor Conquers all. It is a popular 
motto of graduating classes and recognizes 
the fact that virtually everybody is a labor­ 
er whether he is an owner or an employe. 
Labor Day arose to significance in the 
United States with the impact of the indus­ 
trial era, the age of bigness, America was 
ceasing to be a nation of small merchants 
and farmers and was becoming something 
else. 
This change in status brings responsibil­ 
ities. Leaders of labor will logically avoid 
certain trends, among them the building 
of an all-powerful central government, the 
destruction of owner and risk c a p i t a l 
classes and the introduction of revolution­ 
ary tactics. 
America has become a grand country for 
the worker and will not be improved by 
changing its fundamentals of government 
and economics. The fruits of labor are 
within our own system. The destruction of 
labor is in a dictatorship. It is probable 
that the overwhelming body of labor is con­ 
vinced of that. 


NEARING THE END 
THE SUMMER vacation season, which 
traditionally ends on Labor Day although 
it continues on a reduced scale for weeks 
after that milestone in seasonal activities, 
is drawing to a close, and many of those 
who indulged in this popular American 
pastime report it was tops. 
There is no doubt that new marks were 
set by numbers of persons who took vaca­ 
tions this year and amount of money they 
released into trade channels. But so inte- 


George E. Sokofsky’s 
These Days 


President Eisenhower approved an act 
passed by Congress authorizing the in­ 
scription “In God We Trust” on American 
currency. The law now provides that when 
new coins are minted or currency printed 
—all of it—this inscription shall appear. It 
is now compulsory by Public Law 140. 
It is not usual that the currency of a 
country should include a religious affirma­ 
tion, no matter how fitting, and I wondered 
where it came from. So far as it can be 
traced, the motto dates back to the early 
days of the Civil War when our people truly 
needed the guidance of and a trust in God. 
It appears that Abraham Lincoln’s Sec­ 
retary of the Treasury, Salmon P. Chase, 
received a letter from the Reverend M. R. 
Watkinson of Ridleyville, 
Pennsylvania, 
dated November 13, 1861, urging that some 
reference to God appear on coins. It must 
have been a startling thought, but Abra­ 
ham Lincoln was a profoundly religious 
man to whom such an idea would not be 
offensive. 
At any rate, at that time, secularism had 
not yet so corrupted American thinking 
that the confusion between separation of 
Church and State and separation of man 
from God had affected our thinking. That 
is the problem of our age when secular­ 
ism has become so triumphant. 
So on November 20, just one week later, 
Secretary Chase requested the Director of 
the Mint in Philadelphia, James Pollock, to 
prepare a device which would include the 
name of God on our coins. 
It took three years for authorization to 
go through Congress. In 1864, Congress 
passed an act permitting the issuance of 
two-cnt bronze coins upon which appeared 
the motto, “In God We Trust.” The follow­ 
ing year, Congress agreed to allow other 
coins to bear this slogan of faith. The acts 
were permissive, not compulsory. 
Why the motto was dropped anywhere is 
hard to understand. It had become t h e 
granite of American thought. Undoubtedly, 
it was taken from “The Star-Spangled Ban­ 
ner” in which appear the lines: 
“And this be our motto: 
In God is our trust.” 
It was so normal to American thinking 
that we took it for granted and presumably 
most of us had overlooked it. At any rate, 
it was only in recent years that* patriotic 
societies began to campaign for its restora­ 
tion on our coins and currency which has 
now been accomplished. 
Many do not believe in the externals of 
ritualism. They say that they have the full­ 
ness of faith in God and in our country in 
their hearts; they do not need to be re­ 
minded by signs and symbolism and the 
trappings of pomp. Recently when I was 
discussing the absence of the flag ift a pub­ 
lic place, a very intelligent man said in op­ 
position to my insistence upon the value of 
the symbolism of the flag: 
“And the next step after you put the flag 
there, someone will demand that we pledge 
allegiance ‘under God’—and then we shall 
have to take a loyalty oath! I don’t need 
such symbolism. I can get along with­ 
out it.”
